WEST BERLIN — Delayed — This city is a 
little island of freedom in the Red sea. 
Rut when I arrived here today after nearly five 
weeks behind the Iron Curtain, I was impressed 
with the idea that it is the loveliest island I have 
ever seen. 
Odd. It feels good to be free again in a city

which long since has become a vibrant symbol of 
freedom which the United States and her allies 
are unreservedly committed to guard, perpetu­ 
ate and protect. 
I was in all of the Curtain countries, except­ 
ing Albania which, because of its Bamboo Cur­ 
tain ties, America refuses to recognize, for a rela­ 
tively brief time. 
Yet the five weeks were sufficient for some 
rather solid impressions, the foremost of which, 
perhaps, is that there is absolutely no freedom 
as we know it in those countries making up the 


Soviet bloc. The exception might be Yugoslavia, 
which refuses to be identified with the bloc. But 
here again, the line of distinction between free­ 
doms is a fine one indeed. 


Even in what had to be a cursory study of the 
political, social and economic structures of Rus­ 
sia, Romania, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia and Poland, I began to feel the 
suffocation of the police state atmosphere. 
I found nothing in the Communist-enslaved na­ 
tions which would encourage even the slightest 


personal cheer. 
I found only unusual capacity for personal com­ 
passion for the people who, because they can 
have no alternative to what they’ve got, have 
amazingly conditioned themselves to their plight. 
Curiously, or sadly, enough all too many of 
them have been conditioned through the Com­ 
munist operating apparatus to this passive resig­ 
nation. 
People of the Communist bloc live entirely in 
a world apart from this world. They know of the

The initial session was report­ 
ed devoted to polite preliminaries 
and discussion of the agenda for 
the “working” meetings that are 
expected to last at least a week.

GOP Keeps

Cuban Policy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -R e p u b ­ 
licans kept pressure on the ad­ 
m inistration today tor stronger 
action on Cuba despite assur 
ances from the State Department 
that further anti-Castro steps are 
planned. 
Sens. 
Gordon 
Allott, 
R-Colo 
and Jack Miller, R-Iowa, m em ­ 
bers of a group of Republicans 
who feel Cuba is one of the GOP’s 
best 1964 campaign issues, con 
tinued the attack on what they 
believe is a weak anti-C ommunist 
policy in Cuba by President Ken­ 
nedy. 
The criticism followed a State 
Department 
announcement 
that 
the United States intended to take 
additional steps of its o w n and 
would seek extended action by the 
Organization of American States 
(OAS) “ which will in fact further 
isolate Cuba.” 
Departm ent Spokesman Richard 
I. Phillips said the United States 
wll continue “vigorous efforts” by 
way of diplomatic channels to re­ 
duce free world shipping to Cu­ 
ba, which has increased recently, 
and will enforce vigorously U.S. 
shipping regulations against Cuba. 
But Phillips did not say what 
other steps would be taken. 
Allott said in a radio-Television 
interview with Miller that econom­ 
ic and diplomatic pressures on 
Cuba are only a “ policy of con­ 
tainment and a very, very weak 
policy of containment at that.”

Linden, N.J. truck driver who fa­ 
tally shot his wife and sister-in- 
law, wounded three other persons 
and terrorized a family of eight 
surrendered 
meekly

An 18-year-old girl abducted by 
the fugitive and released after 
several hours reported to police 
that Richard (Teddy) Coleman, 
32, a Negro, sexually assaulted 
her. Doctors at Elizabeth, N.J. 
General Hospital said exam ina­ 
tions confirmed the possibility of 
rape. 
The girl, M ary Kaminski, who 
is white, was the second eldest 
daughter of a family which Cole­ 
man had held at gunpoint for 
four hours after the shootings. 
She was released on an Eliza-

An officer who helped in the cap­ 
ture said, “We cam e up to his 
car. He stepped out and threw 
up his hands. That’s all there 
was to it.” 


On the seat of the car was a 
loaded .38 caliber pistol, and in 
Coleman’s pocket, according to 
police, was a .25 caliber pistol. 
These were the weapons with 
which the slender Negro alleged­ 
ly created a bloodbath in his

The difference between freedom of West Ber­ 
lin’s and the freedom of the Iron Curtain bloc 
is the difference between day and night. 
The difference between the" economies and the 
Jiving standards is the same. 
West Berlin is New York, or Philadelphia, or 
Chicago. It is bright and gay. It is busy and 
prosperous. Its streets are crowded with cars. 
Its stores are full of shoppers. Its industries and 
businesses — private enterprise, if you please — 
are expanding. Its colorful sidewalk cafes are 
filled with relaxing people. 


The city is colorful by day, more so at night. 
It is still saddened by the unpleasantness of 
Khrushchev’s Wall of Shame, but there is no 
diminishment of hope that some day the wall will 
he crumbled, that untold thousands of families 
torn apart by this Soviet brutality will some day 
be reunited. 


West Berlin is freedom. Spend five weeks or so 
where there is no freedom and you are startled 
with the idea of how little you really understood 
and appreciated freedom. 


You are also startled that you didn’t understand 
as well as you thought you did the enormity of 
the tragedy communism has imposed on a con­ 
siderable portion of the world. There is nothing 
like seeing to believe. Even after seeing, you find 
it difficult to believe. But there it is.

To compare its still somewhat primitive 
economy with our highly sophisticated economy 
is sheer foolishness. 


To those Americans who have a propensity to 
shiver nervously every time Nikita Khrushchev 
bellows some wild threat, I suggest a trip behind 
the Iron Curtain.
